Police find cannabis 
factory in warehouse

A CANNABIS farm with up to 
90 plants has been discovered 
by police officers in Newmar¬ 
ket. 

Police officers targeted the 
Craven Way industrial estate 
off Exning Road last Friday af¬ 
ternoon. 

At around 4.30pm, police 
officers entered the unit and 
searched the premises. 

A total of 90 cannabis plants 
were discovered during the 
search, along with hydropon¬ 
ics equipment, used to help 
the plants to grow. 

Ken Smith, who works in a 
nearby unit, heard of the raid 
when he arrived for work on 
Saturday morning. 

He said: “I arrived at work 
at about 9am and the police 
were there. 

“They were there all day re¬ 
moving cannabis plants and 
compost. 

“Apparently it was a raid. 

“There were van loads of 
cannabis plants and compost 
being removed.” 

He also said the police 
helicoper had been seen “fly-

ing low enough to knock the 
chimney tops off” days before 
the raid, but said he didn’t 
think anything of it. 

And Mr Smith said the usu¬ 
ally quiet area was awash with 
activity as the police removed 
the plants and equipment on 
Saturday 

He added: “We had never 
seen anything suspicious. 

“It’s usually pretty quiet 
down there on a Saturday but 


not this weekend.” 

A 55-year-old man from 
Newmarket has been arrested 
on suspicion of producing 
cannabis following the raid. 

He was taken to the Bury St 
Edmunds Police Investigation 
Centre to be questioned by of¬ 
ficers. 

The man has been bailed to 
return on Thursday, Septem¬ 
ber 18, while police continue 
investigations.

Newmarket in the First World War 


AN exhibition on Newmarket 
and its residents during the 
First World War opened 
yesterday. 

The Newmarket Local 
History Society launched 
the exhibition in the library, 
recounting accounts of local 
people during the conflict. 

Society member Tony 
Pringle was also present 
at yesterday's opening 
with his book Newmarket 


Remembers, researching the 
history of those who died. 

He said: "I was thinking 
that although I read each 
name each year at 11 am on 
November 11,1 knew little 
about them." 

So, Tony started 
researching their stories, 
which blossomed into 
researching people from 
nearby areas such as Exning 
and Lakenheath. 


Since then, he has also 
been to Vpres and the 
Somme to place poppy 
crosses on the local fallen's 
headstones. He added: 
"There are few Newmarket, 
Exning or Lakenheath men 
that I have not visited on the 
Somme or around Ypres."

Solar farm 
could power 
3,000 homes 


MAJOR plans to put up 50,000 
solar panels on land in Soham 
have now been submitted. 

Proposals to build a 12-mega¬ 
watt solar farm on land at Tri¬ 
angle Farm, Angle Common, 
have been in the pipeline for 
some time, and Cambridgesh¬ 
ire County Council has now 
applied to East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire District Council for formal 
planning permission. 

In a statement, the council’s 
agents, Savills Ltd, said: “The 
proposed development will 
generate a peak capacity of 12 
megawatts of electricity and will 
consist of approximately 50,000 
individual panels usually set 
within frames of 40, which will 
cover an area of approximately 
26 hectares. 

“The installation is forecast 
to produce enough electricity 
to power approximately 3,150 
homes per year.

“The site is currently agricul¬ 
tural land, all of which is Grade 
3. Areas between the panels will 
be grazed by sheep, providing 
the additional benefit of ongo¬ 
ing agricultural activity.” 

If approved, the solar farm 
would be in operation for the 
next 25 years. 

The spokesman said: “After 
the initial 25-year period, the 
site will either be decommis¬ 
sioned or returned to agricul¬ 
tural use, or permission will 
be sought to extend the life of 
the site for a further number of 
years.” 

The council says construc¬ 
tion would take about 16 weeks 
and that all the panels would be 
delivered to the site on HGVs.

Prison for 
indecent 
images of 
children 

A 57-YEAR-OLD man has 
been jailed for three years 
for superimposing the 
head of a young girl on to 
the bodies of naked adults. 

Police raided Barry Wil¬ 
liamson’s home, in Militia 
Way, Ely, on July 11 last 
year where they seized a 
laptop and two external 
hard drives containing 
more than 1,200 indecent 
images of children, Cam¬ 
bridge Crown Court heard. 

There were also three 
images he had created by 
manipulating existing pic¬ 
tures of a girl aged between 
4 and 6 years old - on to 
the bodies of women in 
sexually suggestive poses. 

Williamson, now of Bol¬ 
ton Close, Burwell, admit¬ 
ted two counts of creating 
pseudo photographs of 
children between 2006 and 
2013, two counts of pos¬ 
session of indecent images 
of children, and a further 
count of possession of pro¬ 
hibited images - namely 
indecent cartoons. 

Williamson was also 
made subject to a Sexual 
Offences Prevent Order. 
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Residents 
remember 
the fallen 
at service 

RESIDENTS of Newmarket came 
together at the war memorial on 
Monday night to commemorate 
the outbreak of the First World 
War. 

One hundred years ago on 
Monday marked the date that 
Britain declared war on Germany, 
in a conflict that led to the deaths 
of 200 people in Newmarket. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst spoke at the 
service. 

He said: "100 years ago on a 
summer's day like today's, this 
conflict started. 

"Two hundred of our young men 
and women sacrificed their lives 
and did not return." 

At the service on Monday 
evening, crowds stood silently as 
the names of those who died were 
read aloud. 

A young resident read The 
Soldier by Rupert Brooke, a 
popular war poet, before Cllr 
Bill Sadler spoke the Ode of 
Remembrance and the Last Post 
rang out over the silent square. 

A two minutes silence followed 
the service as guests remembered 
those who had died and wreaths 
were laid. 

Two standard bearers were 
present at the service, including 
Richard Card, who held the 
standard for the Newmarket Royal

British Legion. 

Mr Card has been chosen to 
be one of the standard bearers at 
the annual memorial service to be 
held in the Royal Albert Hall on 
November 11. 

The ex-serviceman, who joined 
the army in Bury St Edmunds in 
1964 and served in Borneo and 
Aden in the 60s, said he was asked 
to carry the flag by the Royal 
British Legion and was "honoured" 
to be able to do it. 

He said: "It is a huge honour. 


Our flag hasn't been in the service 
for many years so it'll be good to 
get it back in. 

"I am looking forward to it, as is 
my wife. Her father was in the First 
World War and my father was in 
the Second World War. 

"He was also born on November 
11,1913, so it has a lot of meaning 
for both of us." 

Mr Card added: "I think the 
service will be very moving, even 
more so being there and taking 
part."

Man jailed over 
biker’s death 


A YOUNG driver who killed a 
Fordham motorcyclist by car¬ 
rying out a “foolish” manoeu¬ 
vre at a notorious accident 
spot has been jailed. 

Conor Gosling, 20, was 
driving his black Fiat Punto 
when he turned right at the 
junction where Northfield 
Road, Soham, meets the A142 
bypass, to head towards Ely. 

But instead of continuing 
towards Ely, Gosling, who had 
been driving for just under a 
year, immediately turned left, 
cut across the bypass and 
drove into the junction oppo¬ 
site to perform a U-turn. 

As he went to turn right 
back onto the bypass, while 
in the wrong lane at the junc¬ 
tion, he pulled out in front of 
a motorcycle which was trav¬ 
elling along the A142. 

A collision occurred and 
the rider of the Honda 125cc 
motorcycle, father-of-three 
and grandfather Anthony 
Pinney, 68, was killed. 

Mr Pinney, a retired painter 
and decorator, lived in Isle-

ham Road, Fordham, and was 
described at the time by his 
family as “a wonderful man 
who loved spending time 
with his children and grand¬ 
son”. 

Gosling, of Beauchamp 
Close, Eaton Socon, was ar¬ 
rested at the scene on Au¬ 
gust 4 last year, and was later 
charged with causing death 
by dangerous driving. 

He pleaded guilty at Cam¬ 
bridge Crown Court on July 
4 and last Friday he was sen¬ 
tenced to three years in jail. 

Sara Walker, prosecuting, 
said: “The defendant told po¬ 
lice that he did not know the 
area and that his passengers 
were giving him directions. 

“He also told police that he 
had had hardly any sleep and 
that he had smoked cannabis 
the night before the accident. 

“To turn right out of a junc¬ 
tion and wthen suddenly 
drive left, cutting across the 
road, performing a U-turn 


in the junction opposite, all 
before coming back onto a 
bypass in the wrong lane is 
dangerous, and it had tragic 
consequences here. 

“Mr Pinney’s death has had 
a devastating impact on his 
family’s lives. It’s an enor¬ 
mous shock when a father 
leaves home in the morning 
and never returns.” 

Mark Shelley, mitigating, 
argued that the manoeuvre 
Gosling carried out was not 
what caused the fatal acci¬ 
dent, but that it was the fact 
he failed to see Mr Pinney’s 
motorbike. He said that was 
“perhaps due to the lack of 
sleep”. 

He added: “My client lacks 
driving experience as he only 
passed his test in September 
2012. He has also been genu¬ 
inely affected by this acci¬ 
dent.” 

Gosling will serve half his- 
sentence behind bars and 
half on licence. He was dis¬ 
qualified from driving for 
four years.

Man groomed two 
girls on Facebook 


A MAN who groomed two 
schoolgirls on Facebook 
and exposed himself to one 
of them at a Cambridgesh¬ 
ire marina has been spared 
jail. 

Samuel Bowers, 22, who 
the court heard was “sub¬ 
stantially disadvantaged” 
mentally, sent one of the 
15-year-old girls a sexually 
explicit picture of himself 
on the social networking 
site and then grabbed a girl 
he had lured to Isleham 
marina - before showing 
her his genitals. 

Bowers, who admitted 
attempting to meet a child 
following grooming and 
sexual activity with a child 
under 16 in 2013, was given

a two-year prison sentence 
suspended for two years 
with supervision. 

lonathan Seely, pros¬ 
ecuting at Cambridge 
Crown Court, said Bowers 
sent sexual messages to the 
first victim on Facebook 
and tried to get her to meet 
him. He also admitted 
sending her a picture of his 
private parts, but told po¬ 
lice the “flirting” was “gen¬ 
eral banter”. 

He then met a girl from a 
troubled background with 
mental health issues at the 
marina, where he made 


unwanted sexual advances 
including lifting up her top, 
the barrister said. 

Mr Seely, who said Bow¬ 
ers knew the girls were 
underage, added: “She 
told officers that when 
they were at the marina he 
kissed her and she said she 
did not want to. He said she 
did want it and he pushed 
her against a wall and told 
her she wanted to have sex 
and he then exposed him¬ 
self to her.” 

Simon Spence, mitigat¬ 
ing, said his client had only 
recently been diagnosed 
with an autism-related 
condition and is a “vulner¬ 
able young man”. 

He added he is undergo¬ 


ing cognitive behavioural 
therapy “to make him un¬ 
derstand the outside world 
better than he does”. 

As well as the suspend¬ 
ed sentence, Bowers, of 
Sparkes Close, Isleham, 
was made subject to a 
sexual offences prevention 
order, which runs indefi¬ 
nitely. 

Judge Gareth Hawkes- 
worth, sentencing, said 
he was “substantially dis¬ 
advantaged mentally- 
speaking” because of the 
syndrome he has. He said: 
“These were two young 
girls, one of which was par¬ 
ticularly vulnerable, who 
suffered significantly as a 
result of your attentions.” 
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Coins are latest find from 
the Mildenhall Treasure

A FATHER and son found 
eight late Roman coins 
which archaeologists be¬ 
lieve came from a hoard 
near Mildenhall, an inquest 
has heard. 

The silver coins, known 
as siliquae, were discovered 
by Steve Foster and his son 
Nick Foster in December last 
year. 

Last Wednesday, an in¬ 
quest at Bury St Edmunds 
was told by Faye Minter 
from Suffolk County Coun¬ 
cil’s archaeological service, 
that coins from the hoard 
have been coming to light 
since during the Second 
World War in 1942. 

The rest of the hoard is 
in the British Museum and 
consists of various bowls, 
dishes and other tableware 
from the fourth century AD 
and was first found in 1942 
when Gordon Butcher was 
ploughing in the area. 

But the hoard was not dis¬ 
covered by the authorities 
until 1946 when it was de¬ 
clared treasure. 

Speculation said the hoard 
was worth £50,000, but Mr 
Butcher and his boss Sydney 
Ford received a reward of 



£2,000 because of the delay 
in reporting their find, ac¬ 
cording to Mildenhall Mu¬ 
seum. Replicas are housed 
in the museum because of 
its immense value. 

Mildenhall Museum is 
hoping to acquire the latest 
find, it was said at the in¬ 
quest. 


Suffolk Coroner Dr Peter 
Dean said that he was sat¬ 
isfied that the eight coins 
should be declared as treas¬ 
ure. 

The coins find follows a 
previous hoard being pur¬ 
chased by Mildenhall Mu¬ 
seum through the Treasure 
Act.

SUFFOLK’S police and crime 
commissioner is undertak¬ 
ing key research into domes¬ 
tic abuse - and is looking for 
victims to come forward to 
help with the project. 

Tim Passmore, working 
with University Campus Suf¬ 
folk, is looking for ways to 
better understand domestic 
abuse so the force can im¬ 
prove support to victims. 

He said: “Domestic abuse 
is a terrible crime and the 
constabulary is committed 
to dealing with it but it is dif¬ 
ficult to deal with an issue 
unless you really understand 
the extent of the problem. 

“Working with University 
Campus Suffolk I have com¬ 
missioned a research project 
so that we can better under¬ 
stand domestic abuse and 
how services can better sup¬ 
port vulnerable victims. 

“We need to really get to 
grips with the magnitude of 
this problem if we are going 
to deliver services that meet 
the needs of victims”.

Buckle found in Lakenheath 
was 'medieval recycling' 


PART of a silver buckle found at Lakenheath 
was an example of medieval recycling, an in¬ 
quest has heard. 

The find was made by Chris Clarke in April 
last year and was confirmed by experts at 
the British Museum as being part of a buckle 
plate dating from the late 5th or early 6th 
century AD. 

Faye Minter, from Suffolk County Coun¬ 
cil’s archaeological service, told the inquest 
last Wednesday at Bury St Edmunds that the 
plate appeared to have been reused. 

The purpose of it being reused was un¬ 
known, but it had been done by having holes 
drilled in it. 

She said: “It appears to have been reused 
at a later date but for what purpose we don’t

know.” 

The plate was decorated with a scroll de¬ 
sign and had initially been difficult to iden¬ 
tify. 

Declaring the plate as treasure, Suffolk 
Coroner Dr Peter Dean said : “This was early 
medieval recycling.” 


A11 dualling work nears end 


THE scheme to improve the 
A11 between Fiveways and 
Thetford has reached its 
final months. 

The work, which started 
in January 2013, will see the 
carriageway dualled and a 
new bypass around Elveden 
village. 

Before the road is 
finished, it will be closed 
overnight for five nights 
between the Fiveways 
roundabout and the B1106 


Elveden junction. 

The closures started on 
Monday and will continue 
tonight until Friday, August 
8, while "bat wires" 
are installed between 
Mildenhall Woods and 
Chalk Hall Farm. 

The road is closed from 
10pm until 6am with a 
diversion put in place via 
the A1065 and the B1107. 

Geoff Chatfield, Highways 
Agency project manager, 


said: "We are making really 
good progress on these vital 
improvements to the A11, 
and we're now in the final 
five months of construction. 

"We have to close a short 
section overnight to allow 
road workers to install the 
bat wires. These structures, 
to allow bats to safely cross 
the road, are part of our 
environmental mitigation 
to reduce the impact of the 
scheme on local wildlife."

Your reporter had attended the Red 
Lodge Parish Council extraordinary 
meeting, but a previous meeting had 
been held by Herringswell Parish 
Council. Cllr Drummond was asked 
to explain his motives for making 
a move to approve 374 houses at 
Red Lodge, before even hearing the 
debate among his fellow colleagues. 
Despite standing as ward 
representative for Red Lodge and 
Herringswell parish councils for 
several years and been fully informed 


ton, to the more recent work done 
on the pumping system which ex¬ 
tracts excess water from the fields. 
But one of the causes of steady 
erosion of the banks (including, of 
course, the Barton Mills side of the 
river) has been the significant ex¬ 
pansion of the American crayfish.

With safety notices having been 
erected, the council has agreed 


of both parish councils' concerns and 
objections against these additional 
houses, Cllr Drummond informed 
Herringswell parish councillors that 
he "would prefer development in the 
district to go to Red Lodge and not 
Newmarket." 

Can Cllr Drummond seriously 
consider it would be more 
appropriate to locate the allocated 
housing growth for Newmarket at 
Red Lodge as "traffic will be far 
better defused into the district from 
Red Lodge"? This suggestion will only 
lead to the sort of traffic problems 
residents of Newmarket all fear. 
Limited employment, shopping 
and entertainment opportunities 
at Red Lodge and a school at 
capacity, all mean the occupants 
of any new houses allocated to 
Red Lodge will have to travel by 
car into Newmarket. We will then 
see an overload of traffic into 
Newmarket, with no opportunity 
for any infrastructure upgrades to 
the road network. Our rural villages 
are facing a deluge of inappropriate 
unsustainable growth and they 
need the support of councillors who 
recognise their plight rather than 
taking Cllr Drummond's approach. 
He was asked to resign as ward 
representative at both parish council 
extraordinary meetings, but informed 
parish councillors "he had no 
intention of resigning". 

I question his ability to represent 
either his own wards or the district's 
needs as Forest Heath District 
chairman. I believe his position is no 
longer viable and repeat the request 
made by both parish councils for his 
resignation.

A MAN from Tuddenham 
is sailing around Britain in 
seven weeks to raise money 
for an important commu¬ 
nity orchestra. 

Yacht Alexandra left from 
Suffolk on June 16, and is 
on a voyage around North¬ 
ern Ireland, the Isle of Man, 
Scotland and the Hebrides. 

Over seven weeks, 1,900 
miles, 18 crew changes, diffi¬ 
cult tidal waters and “hostile 
coastlines”, Martin Soons 
will be circumnavigating 
Britain to raise money for 
the Suffolk Philharmonic 
Orchestra (SPO). 

The orchestra aims to

Martin said: “SPO has 
great ambitions to develop 
the strands of this work 
across the county of Suffolk 
and then beyond.

“The SPO operates with 
voluntary helpers, reducing 
administrative overheads to 
the smallest amount possi¬ 
ble, and our top professional 



musicians are modestly 
paid. But if ticket prices at 
the full symphony concerts 
are to be kept at levels peo¬ 
ple can afford, substantial 
other funding is essential.” 

Leslie Olive, who founded 
the orchestra in 2012, has 
also joined him for part 
of the trip, with 18 other 
friends taking on the chal¬ 
lenge later on, detailing 
their experiences in a blog. 

Martin added: “Leslie took 


me on my first sea sailing 
trip and I got the bug.

Man guilty of attack 
on scooter pensioner 


A NEWMARKET man, who 
knocked a mobility scoot¬ 
er rider to the ground, has 
been found guilty of caus¬ 
ing grievous bodily harm 
after a trial. 

loaquim Cardoso, of St 
Mary’s Square, was found 
guilty on Thursday after 
a trial at Ipswich Crown 
Court. 

The 62-year-old at¬ 
tacked pensioner Peter 
Shea, 73, as he rode on his 
mobility scooter through 
Market Hill in Brandon, 
late in the afternoon of 
September 27 last year. 

During the trial, the 
prosecution alleged that 
Cardoso had been in-

volved in a wallet theft at 
The Flintknappers Pub, 
Brandon, which had been 
resolved by police. 

The comments had up¬ 
set him, he said. 

Witnesses saw Cardoso 
running towards Mr Shea, 
shouting aggressively. 

A verbal exchange be¬ 
tween the two included 
Cardoso being called a 
thief, it was said during the 
trial. 

Mr Shea appeared to 
be surprised, said teacher 
lames Mehan who was 
waiting to cross the road in 


Market Square. 

Mr Mehan said: “He 
turned round. He reacted 
very defensively. 

“He saw this man com¬ 
ing towards him. 

“He definitely seemed as 
if he thought something as 
going to happen to him.” 

The prosecution 

claimed that he knocked 
Mr Shea to the ground 
with a “single wild punch” 
and then hit him while he 
was on the ground. 

A passerby, David 
Murfitt then intervened. 

He told the court that 
he pulled Cardoso off the 
victim, before police and a 
paramedic arrived. 


Mr Shea has died, due to 
unrelated causes, since the 
incident last year. 

On arrest, Cardoso told 
police he only wanted to 
talk to Mr Shea, and did 
not intend to hurt him. 

During the trial, Cardoso 
claimed that while he had 
run to where he was, Mr 
Shea had swung a punch 
at him and he had struck 
out only in lawful self de¬ 
fence. 

But the jury’s verdict was 
unanimous. 

Cardoso will be sen¬ 
tenced on August 7 at Ip¬ 
swich Crown Court. 

He has been released on 
bail until that date.

Clot in blood 
caused crash 


A WOMAN lost control of 
her car and suffered fatal 
injuries because of a blood 
clot in her leg, an inquest 
heard. 

Sharon Field, 56, was driv¬ 
ing on the All at Barton 
Mills when the crash oc¬ 
curred on April 1, an inquest 
at Bury St Edmunds was told 
last Wednesday. 

Mrs Field, a receptionist, 
of Meadow Way, Offley, near 
Hitchin, sustained severe 
brain injuries when her VW 
Passatt car was involved in 
a head-on collision with a 
lorry. 

She was taken to a spe¬ 
cialist unit at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital, Cambridge, where 
she died the following day. 

Despite the severity of her

injuries, doctors said that 
the effects of a deep vein 
thrombosis already existing 
in her leg would have in any 
event proved fatal. 

Suffolk Coroner Dr Peter 
Dean said a specialist had 
concluded the effects of the 
clot “clearly caused her to 
lose control of the vehicle.” 

The inquest heard how 
lorry driver Albert Bennett 
had been travelling through 
roadworks close to the Five- 
ways roundabout when 
the car driven by Mrs Field 
crossed from the opposite 
side of the road and collided 
head-on with his vehicle. 

As a result of the impact 
Mrs Field’s car rebounded 


and struck a Citroen Picasso 
car which had been travel¬ 
ling behind her. 

In a statement, Mr Ben¬ 
nett said he had been un¬ 
able to avoid the collision. 
No defects were found with 
his lorry or the VW Passatt 
which could have contrib¬ 
uted to the accident, said 
PC Kevin Hale who was in¬ 
volved in the subsequent in¬ 
vestigation. 

A post mortem examina¬ 
tion showed that Mrs Field 
died as a result of a traumat¬ 
ic brain injury and a DVT. 

The coroner recorded a 
narrative conclusion that 
Mrs Field died from the 
combined effects of trau¬ 
matic brain injury and a 
DVT.

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Man bribed 
officials in 
governments 


A MAN from Newmarket has been given 
a suspended sentence for his role in brib¬ 
ing state officials in Indonesia and Iraq. 

David Turner, 59, of Newmarket, was 
investigated by the Serious Fraud Office 
(SFO) and pleaded guilty in January 2012 
to three counts of conspiracy to corrupt. 

Turner, former sales and marketing di¬ 
rector for Innospec, was charged with two 
counts of conspiracy to give corrupt pay¬ 
ments to public officials and agents of the 
government of Indonesia between Febru¬ 
ary 14, 2002 and December 31, 2008, and 
the government of Iraq between January 
1, 2003 and January 1, 2008. 

For these charges, Turner was said to 
offer payments as a reward for the offi¬ 
cials to secure contacts for his company, 
Innospec, for the supply of its products. 

He was also charged with one count of 
conspiracy to corrupt Iraqi public offi¬ 
cials and other agents of the government 
of Iraq between June 1, 2006 and May

31, 2007 where he ensured tests of a rival 
competitor conducted on or behalf of the 
government of Iraq concluded with an 
“unfavourable assessment”. 

On Monday, Turner appeared in South¬ 
wark Crown Court where he was given a 
16 month suspended prison sentence, 
ordered to do 300 hours of unpaid work, 
and ordered to pay £10,000 in costs. 

Dennis Karrison, 69, of Chertsey in 
Surrey, Paul Jennings, 57, of Neston in 
Cheshire, and Miltiades Papachristos, 51, 
of Thessaloniki in Greece, also appeared 
in court in relation to the charges. They 
were sentenced to four years, two years, 
and 18 months in prison respectively. 

David Green, director of the SFO, said: 
“This successful conclusion to a long- 
running investigation demonstrates the 
SFO’s ability and determination to bring 
corporate criminals to justice.”

THE Love really is All Around at Graeme Clark’s 
house (ahem). Instead of throwing down the phone, 
stalking outside and shouting at a pair of deer 
munching on his begonias, the Scottish bassist of 
soft rock crooners Wet Wet Wet is actually a bit 
overcome (“it’s lovely seeing them so close”). 

With a back catalogue of more than 30 hit 
singles, including three numbers ones - most 
famously their 15-week chart topping cover of 
The Troggs' Love Is All Around- Wet Wet Wet 
have overcome royalty disputes, drug and alcohol 
addictions and that inescapable Four Weddings 
and a Funeral soundtrack. 

Fronted by heartthrob Marti Pellow, with Tommy 
Cunningham on drums and Neil Mitchell on keys, 
last year saw them take to arenas on a greatest hits 
tour featuring three new songs. 

What should we expect from your set? All the old 
favourites? 


"When you buy a Wet Wet Wet ticket you know 
what you're going to get. I think there are certain 
songs that we have to play, if we didn't play them, 
man, I think they'd pin us to the racecourse and let 
the horses run over us." 

But there’ll be a few new tracks too...? 

"For me the lifeblood of the band is about new 
music. We've got to be current otherwise we just 
turn into this nostalgia band. And that's not to say 
we won't be playing any old stuff because we will, 
the last thing any Wet Wet Wet fan wants to hear 
is us coming on stage and saying: 'Right, I hope 
you like our new direction! We're going to play a 
lot of B-sides here and some tracks that you won't 
know!' We feed off a crowd, we like to grab a hold 
of the crowd and take it on a musical journey with 
us. And our musical journey is all about hit records. 
We've got loads of them, so there'd be no point us 
going away and doing obscure songs." 


Talking of hit records, are you still fond of Love Is 
All Around, or have you grown sick of it? 

"I love that song and there was a time, back then 
when it came out, that you couldn't move without 
hearing it on the radio. When a song gets like that, 
just done to death in a short space of time, then 
yeah, you do gravitate away from it, but it's 20 
years since that song came out so there's a good 
bit of space between us. 

"It's not as intense as it was back then, so you 
can look at the song with different eyes and 
different ears too. Ultimately for me it's a good 
song, and there can never be enough good songs 
in the world. I stand by it, and when I hear it on 
the radio today my chest bursts with pride. As my 
wife goes, oh no, not again... 

"It was probably the closest we got to seeing 
what One Direction have. It becomes a really 
intense thing because your life is just all about 


that. Your life just suddenly becomes engulfed by 
a three-minute song. Sometimes that can be an 
unhealthy place. We like to keep things in proper 
perspective and ultimately, when you fly around 
the world as fast as that there's always going to be 
something to trip you up. And I used One Direction 
there - and I'm not saying we were anything 
like One Direction, because it's silly intense for 
them - but you can see people are just waiting for 
something to drop, waiting for the cracks to show, 
and I feel for these guys." 

Do you feel that you’ve all changed, as men and 
musicians since you started out? 

"We're all coming up to 50 now and no-one's 
died, there's been no messy divorces, so in terms 
of that, we're actually doing all right. We're doing 
well, and we're all still friends. Ultimately we're 
friends first and we just happen to play in a band 
and we just happened to have been successful."

PLANES 2: FIRE & RESCUE 3D (U, 84 mins) 
IF the first Planes film, a spin-off from 
Pixar’s Cars, appeared to be propelled by 
merchandising opportunities rather than 
creative necessity, this action-packed 
sequel attempts to stand on its own 
landing gear with a stirring tale of heroism 
and self-sacrifice. 

As the title suggests, Planes 2: Fire & 
Rescue immerses us in the daredevil world 
of fire-fighting, honouring the men and 
women - and aircraft - who "fly in when 
others are flying out". 

It's a touching sentiment and 
screenwriter Jeffrey M Howard engineers 
some moving exchanges between the 
characters, some of whom are a splutter 
away from the scrap heap. 

Director Bobs Gannaway employs the 
3D format to striking effect in aerial 
sequences and the animation of raging 
infernos is impressively realistic. 

However, there's an inescapable feeling 
that this gung-ho adventure should have 
taken a flight path directly to the home 
formats rather than the big screen. 

Soaring over Propwash Junction with his 


mentor Skipper (voiced by Stacy Keach), 
Dusty Crophopper (Dane Cook) suffers a 
malfunction. 

Back at the hangar, trusted mechanic 
Dottie (Teri Hatcher) diagnoses a failing 
gearbox."From now on, you have to 
keep down your torque to less than 80 
percent," she instructs Dusty, putting an 
end to his illustrious racing career. 

Dusty angrily defies Dottie and careens 
into the town's airport, causing a small 
fire. The incident casts doubt on the ability 
of veteran fire and rescue truck Mayday 
(Hal Holbrook) to service the airport's 
needs. 

So Dusty agrees to abandon his racing 
dreams in order to earn his certificate as 
the town's fire-fighting plane. 

The plucky crop duster heads to 
Piston Peak National Park to train under 
helicopter Blade Ranger (Ed Harris), who 
was once a TV star, and his team including 
scooper LT Dipper (Julie Bowen), 
helicopter Windlifter (Wes Studi) and 
ex-military transport plane Cabbie (Dale 
Dye). 

As Dusty masters the art of airborne 


fire-fighting, he also learns valuable 
lessons about friendship and endurance. 

As Blade reminds him, "If you give up 
today, think of all the lives you can't save 
tomorrow." 

Planes 2: Fire & Rescue is geared towards 
younger viewers, hammering home the 
importance of teamwork and the valuable 
contribution of emergency services. 

There are a handful of verbal and visual 
gags to engage older audiences: a front 
cover of industry magazine Cariety, a bar 
patron drunkenly confiding, "She left me 
for a hybrid. I didn't hear it coming!" 

A spoof of the long-running motorcycle 
police series CFliPs includes a cameo for 
Erik Estrada as Blade Ranger's partner on 
air patrol. 

On the whole, though, Gannaway's 
sequel lacks the sophistication and 
emotional richness of yesteryear's Frozen 
or recent Pixar fare. 

Animation is crisp and colourful and the 
vocal performances are similarly warm so 
audiences feel a toasty glow before the 
first plumes of smoke from the computer¬ 
generated blazes.

edge, sunflowers at the back.”

A mix of formal structure and soft planting 

schemes makes Wollerton an 
extremely special, high-quality 
garden. Set around a 16th 
century Tudor house, it covers 
four acres and has developed 
into an important modern 
garden in the English garden 
tradition with echoes of arts and 
crafts. The garden has significant 
collections of rare perennials, 
salvias, paniculata phlox and 
clematis. Admire the perfectly 
clipped topiary and the plantings 
which soften the structure.

This wonderful garden looks at horticulture

Look out 
for Helenium 'Sahin's Early Flowerer' whose daisy 
yellow flowers are streaked with orange, mingling 
with dazzling monardas. The heat is turned up 
when the reds, oranges, blues and purples of 
salvia, lobelia, hemerocallis, kniphofia, coreopsis, 
crocosmia, rudbeckia and achillea join in later.

Sayers has never felt so good

SEVENTH place may appear at first 
glance to be a disappointing result 
for a javelin thrower of Goldie Sayers’ 
experience and calibre, in spite of her 
struggles back from a series of elbow 
operations. 

An effort of 57.68m with her final 
launch proved to be the best of a 
mediocre lot, certainly compared to 
the Commonwealth Games record 
effort from Australia’s gold medallist 
Kim Mickle of 65.96 or even the silver 
and bronze performances of South 
African Sunette Viljoen and another 
Aussie, Kelsey-Lee Roberts. 

But Newmarket-based Sayers 
claimed she had actually never felt as 
good. 

That may come across as a strange 
statement, given her problems 
getting a big distance. 

But Sayers felt it was just a case of 
getting her timing and technique right. 

She said: “It’s disappointing in 
terms of position, but I have no re¬ 
grets. I went to win it and I haven’t 
felt that good on an athletics track for 
two years. 

“It’s not being able to train with 
the body I had today for two years, 
so every throw was different. If I 
changed one tiny thing, the rest 
would go. 

“The javelin, unfortunately, is like 
trying to hit the perfect golf drive 
off a 25-metre run-up and when 
you’ve not had the training off a long 
run-up, that’s what happens. 

“And with the amount of adrena¬ 
line, it’s a different competition to 
throwing at other events and I felt 
perfect, it just wasn’t in there. 

“The problem with javelin is it’s not 
just run up and lump it as far as you 
can, it’s a very skilled event and when 


every bit of me has felt very differ¬ 
ent compared to what I’ve been used 
to, it just comes down to fractions in 
timing. 

“I could have thrown 57m or 67m 
and there was never going to be a 
middle ground, it was always going 
to be very good or very bad, and this 
was very bad. 

“I’ve never felt so good for six 
rounds ever I don’t think, with the 
adrenaline, the crowd, the feel. 

“I could feel what was going wrong, 
but I couldn’t change it because there 
were just so many little things that 
changed with each throw.” 

Despite her injury problems, Sayers 
has always been determined to get back 
to competing at the highest level, and a 
big support team has helped her on the 
road to recovery. 

“I always wanted to get back,” said 
Sayers. 

“If anything went wrong or I had to 
go under the knife again, that would 
have been too much, but I still love 
what I do, so there was never a point 
where I thought about giving up. 

“There were periods where I was 
doubtful of making a full recovery, 
but there was never a point where I 
didn’t want to. 

“I’ve worked with all sorts of 
people - my coach Mark Roberson, a 
whole set of physios - they’ve been a 
big team around me. 

“Mark has been particularly help¬ 
ful because he’s a masseur by trade, 
so that made quite a difference in 
that aspect. 

“But I’ve had injuries in the past, so 
I know how to deal with them. 

“It’s not looking at how far away 
you are, but what you can do each 
day to get there.”

Sultanina keeps 
up Gosden form 



JOHN Gosden will not want this sum¬ 
mer to end after Sultanina provided 
him with yet another Group One 
win in the Markel Insurance Nassua 
Stakes on the final day of Glorious 
Goodwood. 

Seven days after his superstar filly 
Taghrooda beat the boys in the King 
George at Ascot and having watched 
Kingman add to his reputation in 
the Sussex Stakes on Wednesday the 
lightly-raced Sultanina swooped late 
to deny the French raider Narniyn. 

Unraced at two and three, she did 
not have her first run in a Salisbury 
maiden until May, stepped up to 
win a Group Three at Haydock and 
was second to a stablemate in a 
Group Two, also on Merseyside. 

It looked a big ask dropping in 
trip and on ground faster than ideal, 
there had been a doubt about her 
participation, but she quickened up 
impressively past Narniyn to win at 
11 - 2 . 

“The Fugue (recently retired) 
would have come here and this filly 
is what you could call a supersub,” 
said Gosden. 

“Philippa (Cooper, of owners- 
breeders Normandie Stud) bred her 
down the road and she always told 
me this filly was the best. I could 
never work it out. 

“She’s gone and won a maiden, 
a Group Three, second in a Group 
Two and now won a Group One, so 
it’s unbelievable. 

“We’re going to enter her in the 
fillies’ and mares’ race on Qipco 
Champions Day in October. I 
might just freshen her for that and 
go straight there.” 

■ The Kingdom of Bahrain Sun 
Chariot Stakes at Newmarket in 
October is the most likely next 
port of call for Integral following 
her odds-on reverse in France on 
Sunday. 

The Sir Michael Stoute-trained 
four-year-old has enjoyed a superb 
summer, winning the Duke of Cam¬ 
bridge Stakes at Royal Ascot before 
securing a first Group One triumph 
in Newmarket’s Falmouth Stakes. 

She was a hot favourite to strike 
again at the highest level in the Prix 
Rothschild at Deauville, but had to 
make do with minor honours in third 
behind the Andre Fabre-trained duo 


of Esoterique and Miss France. 

Chris Richardson, managing 
director for Integral’s owners Cheve- 
ley Park Stud, said: “She’s finished 
third in a Group One, so you can’t be 
too disappointed. 

“It wasn’t what we were expecting, 
but those four-runner races can do 
that to you. It was a tactical affair, they 
split into two groups and it was all a 
bit of a muddle. 

“Ryan (Moore) said we should 
just put a line through it, so we’ll 
move on and hopefully head for the 
Sun Chariot.” 

■ Intrinsic could make his first 
Group-race appearance in the 
Renaissance Stakes at the Curragh 
on August 23. 

Trainer Robert Cowell has yet to 


make a firm plan for his rapidly- 
improving sprinter, who extended 
his unbeaten record for the yard 
to three in Saturday’s 32Red Cup at 
Goodwood. 

In the aftermath, the trainer 
suggested Intrinsic “could go all the 
way” and had been given an entry for 
the Betfred Sprint Cup at Haydock. 

“He’s absolutely fine and full of 
himself, he looks a picture,” said 
Cowell on Sunday. 

“It’s all a bit up in the air at the 
moment. We’ll have a sit down with 
Malih A1 Basti (owner) and work 
something out. 

“He’s in a race in Ireland in a 
couple of weeks, which is an 
option, while I’m also going to 
enter him in the big Qipco Sprint at 


Ascot on Champions Day.” 

■ Roger Varian has confirmed King¬ 
ston Hill will have his next outing at 
this month’s York Ebor meeting. 

The Investec Derby runner-up 
has entries in both the Neptune 
Investment Management Great 
Voltigeur Stakes and the Juddmonte 
International on the Knavesmire 
and the trainer is set to take 
advantage of his versatility. 

Kingston Hill was last seen finishing 
fourth in the Coral Eclipse and Varian 
said: “I think he’s set for a great second 
half of the season. 

“He’s entered in everything, from 
10 furlongs to the Leger over a mile 
and six, but the plan is to run at York. 

“He’s got plenty of options but 
he’s a very good horse.” 


Newmarket 
set sights on 
top-six finish 

KEVIN Grainger is targeting 
at least a top-six place for his 
Newmarket Town side in the 
Thurlow Nunn League, Premier 
Division as an encouraging pre¬ 
season campaign has given him 
good cause for optimism. 

The Jockeys boss welcomes 
back almost all of last season's 
squad, with the exception of 
Deakin Napier, while adding a 
number of new signings. 

Andrew Claydon, who began 
his career at Newmarket, has 
returned, along with Darren Coe, 
and keeper George Lawton has 
signed on a permanent basis 
following a loan spell last season. 

"It's been a summer where 
I've not had to do too much," 
said Grainger. 

"All the lads agreed to re-sign 
at the end of last season and 
they've kept to their word. The 
only player we've lost is Deakin 
Napier and he's a player I wasn't 
certain about signing again 
anyway. 

"Andrew has had back trouble 
recently but now he seems 
fit and is looking really good. 
We've got a really settled side 
and it's shown in our pre-season 
results." 

A win over St Ives and a 
narrow loss to Biggleswade 
Town are among the highlights 
of Newmarket's recent 
performances and bode well for 
the forthcoming campaign. 

Having finished ninth last 
season, Grainger is determined 
to improve on that. 

"Hopefully we're going to 
have a good season," continued 
Grainger. 

"The first 10 to 15 games show 
where you are and we'd like to 
be in the top six. 

"If we're doing well than we'll 
apply for promotion, that's one 
of the goals. Ideally, we'd like to 
finish in the top three. 

"Hadleigh, Felixstowe and new 
boys Whitton are looking good 
so they're going to be a handful. 

"We're excited for the new 
season. We're playing good 
football which is what I want, so 
we'll see what happens." 
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
